From a spacious, well-lighted hall, also

The work of the guild is much Ike 
that of the colony of Roycrofters, at 
East Aurora, New York state. It in- 
‘cludes printing, bookpinding, leather 
‘and metal working. The duchess of 
Sutherland is the “Fra Etbertus”’ of 
the guild, and Editor Pearson is now the 
“Ali Bahba.”’ 


Little Cripples at the Benches. 
Men and women instructors have 
charge of the various departments, 
,wWhich are all thoroughly equipped with 
the best class tools and the highest 
igrade machinery. At the various bench- 
|es sit the crippled children of all ages 
up to man and womanhood. They work 
ihe regulation hours of their trade, ex- 
cept for such time as is devoted to lec- 
tures and instruction. 
All the materials are supplied, 
while some work from patterns, 


and

original designs. The recreation con- 
sisis of games, of reading aloud by one 
of the etaff, or of music. All the meals 
are suppiled the workers in addition 
to pay by piecework. The pay is at 
union rates, and many of the cripples 
are such skilled and fast workers that 
they make very good wages, quite as 
much, in fact, as if they were abie- 
bodied men and women fighting for place 
amid the turmoil of the outside world, 
Here in this big, comfertable and 
ielean factory building the 300 odd crip- 
ples resemble one big family, although 
ithe working rules and regulations are 
istrict and absolutely businesslike.

But now under Mr.

Recently we 
started the Moore Home for Crippled 
Children. There they go to be trained 
and the sick to be nursed back to 
health. This home has been a heavy 
drajn on our funds, but with the newly- 
formed company we are going to take

“We soon hape to revive the flower- 
making for girls, but in the meantime 
have been drafting them in to the fac- 
tory as metal workers of all sorts.

Vienna, October 12.—A remarkable 
murder trial began here’ today, the se- 
quel to the murder in Leipsic on Janu- 
ary 16, 1904, of Paul Hartmann, mana- 
ger of an insurance company, whose 
body was not found until January, 1906. 
Then, following the arrest fot fraug of 
& man named ‘Hoffmann, Adalbert Blecha 
confessed that hig brother, Franz, witn 
committed the murder and 
hid the body in the court of a house in 


| Dresden. 


Hoffman at first denied this, but was 
talken by the police to the spot. As the 
body was dug up a decayed hand seemed 
, to point at Hoffmann, and broken down 
by this ghastly sight he confessed that 
he chloroformed the victim, who was 
then strangled by Franz Blecha, a man 
of giant strength. They got only $400 
as the result of robbing the victim's of- 
fice. 

Blecha was later arrested in Vienna 
for burglary, sentenced to six years’ m- 
prisonment, but sent to an asylum as 
mad. Hoffmann was recently tried in 
Vienna, and the death sentence was 
commuted,to penal servitude for life. 
Blecha wag tried today, because the doc- 
tors affirm that he is only pretending 
madness, 

There was a remarkable scene when 
he was confronted with Hoffmann. 
Blecha said that Hoffmann confessed to 
a crime he never committed. A certain 
Johann Pawlik, who later died in jail, 
was the murderer. 

Hoffmann: “It is untrue. When 
Blecha communicated the murder plot to 
me, I replied, ‘Delighted.’ ’’ 

Blecha: ‘‘He lies. But if he likes I 
will say that I am the murderer, One 
is enough for the gallows—he or I.”’ 

Hoffman affirmed that both were 
guilty, and Blecha exclaimed again that 
Hoffman knew nothing of the deed. 

The hearing is not expected to finish 
till the end of the week.

MAJOR HANSON SHOULD SPECIFY. 


One of the most interesting additions to recent corporate discussion is 
that contributed by Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon, president of the Central 
of Georgia railway, in addressing a gathering of newspaper men in Savannah, 
when he is reported to have said that “the administration in Georgia is so 
severe against railroads that even Governor Hoke Smith, who was strongest 
in his antagonism, does not approve of the length to which the railroad com- 
mission wants to zo.” 

This is a bit of news, important, if true, which-regches the public for the 
first time through a railroad president. 

The principal regret about it is that Major Hanson was not specific. 

Has he not, unintentionally no doubt, but effectually, nevertheless, mis- 
represented both the governor and the railroad commission? 

What is it that the railroad commission has done that does not meet 
the governor’s approval? Or what radical step is it seeking to take over 
his head? 

indeed, {t might be asked what has it done at all? 
would itke to know. | 

It will not do to launch a general charge of this sort, which only serves 
to mystify the situation more than ever. 

if there is any cause of discord between the governor and the commis- 
sion, the secret of which Major Hanson has discovered, he should either make 
public all the facts or keep silent. 

In fact, we cannot recall one thing the commission has done or is sched- 
uled to do, which could evoke the oposition of the governor or, for that mat- 
ter, anybody else. 

Therefore, again, what is it? 

Certainly it is not the port rate proposition, which, fn spite of the urgent 
demand of the Macon platform, has not once been mentioned by the com- 
mission, nor h¥s there been a suggestion as to when it would be taken 
hold of. | 

Not even has a petition for the port rates, the necessity for the imme- 
diate enactment of which was strongly impressed upon the people up to the 
adjournment of the Macon convention, been filed with the commission. 

Was not his antagonism to the port rates, and his exploitation of. it, one 
of the chief causes of the summary removal of Commissioner Joseph M. 
Brown? 

Certainly there can be no cause of discord here. 

It is not on record that the new railroad commission has reduced a 
single rate. The only thing in this direction it has dene is to refuse to undo 
a thing which the old commission did last June—reduce the passenger rates. 

The new commssion has asked the railroads for information about their 
capitalization, has aproved a telephone bond issue, and a few demurrage 
claims, 

Anything extreme or radical about that? 

What is it that the railroad commission has done, intends to do or wants 
to do, that has brought it into conflict with the governor? 

What has it done or what does it propose to do in the line of carrying 
out the platform demands? 

These are things the public wants to know and it is entitled to know. 

Can Major Hanson enlighten it on these points, as his remark would 
seem to indicate?

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LAKEWOOD AS A CEMETERY. 


The proposition for the city to establish a modern, up-to-date cemetery | 
on its Lakewood property is worthy of serious consideration by the council. 
Atlanta already has one such cemetery—Oakland—but another, owned by 
the city, will not be too many. 

The suggestion was originally made by Councilman W. A. Taylor, of the 
sixth ward, whose appointment to the chairmanship of the cemetery com- 
mittee proved to be in the nature of a public benefaction in the order wrought 
by him out of the chaos which has so long existed at Oakland cemetery. 

Alderman Curtis has taken the matter in hand in the aldermanic board, 
joining Councilman ‘Taylor, and with his characteristic enterprise is making 
the question one of the live issues of municipal consideration. 

if the city is te have a new cemetery—owned and controlled by the city 
—it should take lesson from its experience with Oakland, the management 
of which has been characterized by neglect from the date of its establishment 
up to the time of the crusade begun by Dr. Taylor for its rehabilitation and 
decent keeping. 

There is no reason why a large part of the Lakewood property should not 
be laid aside for cemetery purposes, retaining the lake and that part of 
the grounds nearest it for park purposes. There would still be enough 
left to give the city 100 or 200 acres for cemetery lots, to be so arranged 
as to add to and not detract from the beauty of the park. 

The experience of all cities of the world has demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that no cemetery can be properly and perpetually maintained without 
laying aside a reasonable part of the proceeds from all lot sales to be 
used as a permanent improvement fund, controlled very much after the 
manner of a municipal sinking fund—the income from such a fund to be 
exclusively devoted as a trust for improvement purposes. If this had been 
done with Oakland at the time of its establishment it would have bees prop- 
erly cared for during all these years, and its general appearance would have 
been a credit to, instead of a reflection upon, the city. 

So if the city is to take up this matter, let it proceed upon the basic 


proposition that for every lot sold a definite and liberal part of the proceeds | 


must forever be set aside as a maintenance trust fund, making annual ap- 
propriations unnecessary, and guaranteeing forever the proper care of the 


grounds. 
This 1s the chief lesson to be learned by Oakland, and the city should 


profit by it!

And here Dr. Wilmer quoted from twe 
writers in the Bible, one of whom stated 
that Christ had healed Bartimaeus as 
he was coming into the city, and an- 
other had said that He healed him while 
going out of the city. He stated that 
this point of writers’ difference had no 
effect on the spirit of the narrative. 

Dr. Wilmer further stated that thers 
was no hissing fpom any one on this 
subject, ‘though,’ he added, “‘there was 
a call for the ‘question,’ which was an 
I heard, and I am sure if there had been 
hissing 1 would have heard it, for that 
is a most peculiar sound. 

‘Up to the time l left there Friday night 
the subject of negro bishops had not 
been brought up in the convention, and 
I have never discussed this question 
with Bishop Williams.

FROST EXPECTED 
THIS MORNING 


Frost of the Winter 
Predicted by Fore- 
caster, | 


First. 


Southern fields, already white with 
cotton, will probably be sparkling with 
frost early this morning. Yesterday 
afternoon the weather man sent out 


and predicted the first frost of the 
winter. True, only a light frost was 
predicted, but that much was expected 
sure. 

Following this prediction came the 
cheering ‘news that the weather was to 
continue fair. 

Yesterday was quite cool, and as night 
came on the weather became cooler, As 
the hour @f midnight approached @ 
real winter night wrapped Atlanta, 
and those out at that time felt like a 
nip of frost was in the air, whether 
it was a reality on the earth or not. 


Last year the first frost was recorded 
on October If. 

If there is a frost this morning 
will be just two days later. 

Following the frost, last year, there 
came much bad weather, but the indi- 
cations are that this will not be the 
case this year. 

There was a tang to the atmosphere, 
a delicious coolness to the breeze, and 
another great desire to open the lungs 
wide and drink deep of October 
weather. .

Reverence for home was always re- 
garded as the first and foremost duty 
of an Israelite, and the members of his 
household were taught by all the prac- 
tices of the antient faith to cling to 
each other in loyalty and love. Jewish 
home life was, therefore, the admira- 
tion of the outer world in all history, 
the existent divorce rule notwithstand- 
ing. 

It is a singular manifestation; how- 
ever, that the ratio of divorce cases 
among Jews is always smaller than 
among other denominations. It 
likewise a remarkable fact, substantiat- 
ed by statistical data, that in all places 
where the Mosaic divorce rule is in 
vogue these cases of this kind are ex- 
tremely rare. One may have spent a 
lifetime among Jews in the old coun- 
try and had hardly heard of half a 
dozen cases of divorce. Yet, if we now 
hear of some cases of divorce, wife- 
desertion and such among Jews, we 
may safely attribute the matter to 
evil influences from non-Jewish chan- 
nels. S. S. McClure says: “Foreigners 
in the United States acquire most of 
their disrespect for law after they 
come among us.” (Quoted by Rev. Dr. 
McKim, of Washington, D. C., in his 
pamphlet on “Religious Education,” 
February 5, 1905.)

Labor Leaders Appealed to the New

New Orleans, October 12.—In reply te. 
a telegram sent the interstate com- 
merce commission by Mayor Behrman, 
of this city, asking if the Tilinoig Cen- 
tral railroad could furnish free trané- 
portation to strike-bréakers avho had 
Seen brought here by them, but who 
later déserted, Chairman Knapp, of. the 
commission, replied today as follows: 

“The law does not require and the 
commission cannot compel railroadg to 
give free or reduceg transportation to 
indigent persons. Railroads have the 
right to do so at their option, and it fs 
for them to determine whether in fact 
the persons carried at free or reduced 
rates are indigent or destitute.” 

About one hunded. men brought in 
here by the Ilinots Centra] railroad to 
take the places of striking freight han- 
diers on the river front deserted, and 
labor leaders here appealed to Mayor 
Behrman to require the Dilinols Centra! 
railroad to take the men back to Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and other points where 
they were engaged. 

The railroad officials refused 6n the 
ground that they would be violating a 
federal law in furnishing free transpor-

ploy. Mayor Behrman claimed the men 
were indigent and lianple to become put- 
lic charges if left here.

He is presi- 
dent of the rich Christie Iron Works, 
in New oYrk, but has turned to racing 
to prove the principles upan which he 
has built his' machine and is now on a 
tour to the Pacific coast to secure all 
the world’s records, from one mile to 
one hundred miles. This is the’ only 
stop he will make for atrial ona half, 
mile course. 

The car which he will drive in to- 
morrow’s sii tessa. is the famous 1|35- 
horsepower machine which he drove 
in the grand prix race at Paris and in' 
Other races in Germany and England. 
Hle lowered the world’s record for a: 
mile track to 52 seconds at St. Paul! 
and at Atlantic City made a mile on} 
the beach in 32 2-5 seconds. It is the 
fastest car ever built and cost Mr., 
Christie five vears of thought and labor | 
and $65,000 in cash. 

Automobile racing is the most thrill- 
ing sport in the world, as Mr. Christie 
can well testify. In his effort to beat] 
his present mile record at Pittsburg, 
September 10, he smashed into the car; 
which killed Ray Reinertsen and for' 
three weeks was in a hospital recover-; 
ing. He is all right again, ; however, 
and has taken a fresh grip on his 
stecring wheel with all the more deter- 
mination to lower existing time marks. 

Seven Men Were Killed. 

Speaking of that accident, during the 
month of September, seven of the most 
famous world’s daredevil auto drivers 
were killed !n races in the United 
States, while in Evrope the only man 
besides Christie that ever went there 
from this country to contest, lost: his 
life in a smashup. The seven drivers 
who gave up their lives in attempts to 
set new marks for others in the sport 
are:

V. Dasey, killed at Denver, 
September 2; William B. Felker. 
killed at Denver, on same track, the 

Same day; Ray Relinertsen, killed at 
Pittsburg, Pa., September 10: Ernest

W. Smelzer, at 
Morris Park, New York, September 27, 
The minor accidents have been too 
numerous to think of recording, while 
no.record has been kept of spectators 
killed or injured in these events. No 
spectators have been hurt, however, 
who were not violating the rules of 
racing by leaning on the fences. 

Mr. Christie has shook dice with 
death and shot near the borderland 
of eternity too often not to have 
learned his lesson of caution. He now 
goes over a track very carefully and 
notes each turn and stretch mathemat- 
ically. He then figures out just what

The accident happened a few hundred 
feet south of the grand stand which Wag 
filled with ladies and their escorts. 

There was a cloud of dust following 
the fast hoof beats of the horses, which 
for an instant hid both the riders and 
their horses, But with the accident tne 
dust cleared away and the prostrate 
form of the jockey lYing, as though 
dead, has seen in the middle of the 
track, while the others fought it out to 
the finish. M 

Before the horses had gotten around 
to the judge’s stand in the finish of tne 
six furlong race, tender hands had 
raised the prostrate form and carried 
‘him to the jockey’s room, where he Was 
still unconscious. The ambulance arrived 
and took him to Grady Hospital, where 
his wounds were dressed. 

It was found that his right arm was 
broken in two places and his left in one, 
It is feamed that his riding day. are 
over, D. Hill, for whom the little jockey 
was riding, said: “It was the worst 
bunching and spill I ever saw. It 1s @ 
miracle he was not killed.”’ 

William Absher is 22 years of age and 
is a native of Lexington. He is a Pop- 
Wlar jockey and his accident has Cast 
a damper over the stable.

writer-on theatrical topics here. Brief- 
ly, this writer’s propgsal is that Shaw 
should stop writing ays and try his 
hand at the art of the lrettist with 
a view to discovering whether he may 
not be the successor to W. S. Gilbert, 
for whem we all have been waiting 
so long. ‘He is. the one man in this 
slothful and superficial age,’ declares 
the writer in question, “who has an 
apparently inexhaustible supply of that 
mordant, yet whimsical wit which we 
call “‘Gilbertian.”” He has tried most 
methods of calling us to account, but 
here lies a field as yet. untouched and 
of which the reformer apparently never 
has thought. In the ‘guise of musical 
comedy Mr. Shaw can hurl his unpleas- 
ant truths’at tlfe heads and hearts of 
people he never could hope to reach in 
any other ‘way. Surely that thought 
will tempt*him to storm the citadel so 
held by invertebrate librettists 
today.”’ ‘ 

in Bernard Shaw, in fact, this writer 
sees the Salvation of ‘the oft-doomed 
musical play. ‘“The_-only thing that 
can saye it from annihilation,’ he as- 
serts, “is another mighty combination 
like the Gilbert and Sullivan partner- 
ship. The, musician probably would be 
found quite’ easily*if he had a worthy 
‘book’ to ‘inspire him. And it is the 
satirist, with no-objection' to ‘playing 
the fool,’* who can write..us books, 
lyrics, and all that we need. So why 
not George Bernard Shaw?’ 

Well,*the ‘suggestion fs’a novel one, 
at all events, ‘though whether another 
Sullivan\ would be found “quite easily” 
is,another matter.. Moreover, there are 
many “poin s of resemblance between 
the topay-turvy world of, Gilbert and 
the “common-sense world’ of Shaw, as 
has*been‘:remarked frequently, since the 
Vedrenne- Barker management -trans- 
ferred its operations to the Savoy thea- 
ter and began-to produce Shaw’s pieces 
on the stage-where Gilbert's characters 
once lived, moved and had their being, 
It remains to be seen, however, what 
the Irishman ‘will: have to say to the 
suggestion that he should become a li- 
brettist. 

The two Shaw - pieces which I have 
mentioned as«being on view in London 
are “You Never Can Tell” (at the Sa- 
voy) and “Captain Brassbound’s Cdén- 
version,” which Ellen Terry ‘and her 
American Husband are giving at the 
Coronet, and their author, who likes to 
excel, probably would be quite happy 
were it-not for the three London pro-

He -detects the male culprit, but does 
not send his seconds to him, neither 
does he plot the destruction of the 
traitress. On the contrary, he divorces, 
leaving the way free for the union of 
the couple—all of which rather recalls 
the recent ‘“‘affinity’’ case in the United 
States. The husband, on his part, seeks 
domestic happiness in another union. 
It is surely better, he says, to reason 
than to slay. The play opens with an 
elaborate hunting scene and is then 
transferred to Paris. Produced at the 
Comedie-Francaise, it bears all the ear- 
marks of being a big success in France. 
Across the channel, too, a new oper- 
atic version of Oscar Wilde's “Salome” 
is about to be produced—the work, odd- 
ly enough, of an ex- -naval officer. This 
is Maxime Mariotte, who says that he 
first read “Salome” in 1895, on board 
his ship>-on the way to China. Appar- 
ently the east has the effect of inspir- 
ing French naval men. to artistic

ALFRED ACKERMAN WRITES OF 
GEORGIA’S REMAINING FORESTS 


By Alfred 


Practically the total area of Georgia 
was covered by forest, prior to its set- 
tlement. The coastal plain was covered 
by vast stands of long-leaf pine, inter- 
spersed with belts of hardwoods along 
the rivers, and cypress in the swamps. 
The foothills and the mountains were 
clothed with short-leaf pine, oak, hick- 
ory, chestnut, and yellow poplar. 

As the country became settled, the 
forest was cleared awuy to make room 
for farms. The trees were used (for 
buildings and fences, or were burned 
up to get them out of the way. with 
the settlers came numerous fires, which 
ran unheeded through the woods, and 
often destroyed large amounts of tim- 
ber. 

This process has gone on, unt.. now 
only a remnant of the original forest 
remains, and much of this has been 
burned over so often that it retains 
only a shadow of its primeval glory. 

In recent years the inroads upon our 
remaining forests have been unusually 
rapid. The high. price of cotton has leu 
to considerable clearing for farm pur- 
poses, and the high price of lumver has 
kept the sawmills busy cutting up ev- 
erything that looks liKe a tree. 

These conditions have caused the 
thoughtful-to consider the preservation 
of a portion of our remaining forests, 
and their perpetuation 
erations. 

Will not future generations need tim- 
ber, turpentine and fire wood? 
not future generations need the sup- 
plies of nature which the forests con- 
serve? These are questions well worth 
the consideration of all good. citizens. 

We may look for help in two direc- 
tions. On the one hand modern ag- 
riculture js urging the application of in- 
tensive methods to farm lanus. It 
showing that, by proper fertilization 
and .cultivation, yields may be doubled 
without increasing the acreage under 
cultivation. This means that our popu-

In order to encourage the owners of 
woodlands to practice forestry, a de- 
partment of forestry has been establigh- 
ed at the University of Georgia. This 
department is not onty teaching ‘Tor- 
estry to the students at the university, 
but it is cooperating with landowners 
throughout the state. Ah owner may 
apply to the unbversity and get an eX- 
pert forester to visit his lands and sug- 
gest plans for their management. The 
only expense to the owner in such cases 
is the traveling expenses of the for- 
ester. 

There is also an association 
advancement of forestry.
